All Act to establiyli ‘and incorporate a teach- 
ing and residential Muslim University at 
Aligarh. 

WliEllE/VS it is expedient to establish and nicor- 
**' porate a teacning and residential Muslim 
University at Aligarh, and to dissolve the Societies 
XXI of 1800 . fegisteieu under tlie Societies’ Kegistration Act, 
IboO, which are respectively known as the Muham- 
madan Anglo-Oriental College, Aligarh, and the 
Muslim U'-iversity Association, and to transfer to 
and vest in Mie said University all properties and 
rights of the said Societies and of the Muslim 
University Eoundation Committee; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. (2) This Act may be called the Aligarh Mus- 
lim Cniversity Act, lOilO. 

(;2) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Covernor General in Council may, by notification in 
the Gazette of India, appoint. 

• 2. In this Act, and in ail Statutes made here- 
under, unless there is anything repugnant in the sub- 
ject or context, — 

(a) “ Academic Council ” means the Academic 

Council of the University; 

(b) “ Court ” means the Court of the Univer- 

sity; 

(c) “Executive Council” means the Executive 

Council of the University; 

{(1) “Hall” 
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{d) “ Hall ” means a unit of residence for 
students of the University, provided or 
maintained by the University; 

(e) “ registered graduates ” means graduates 
registered under the provisions of this 
Act; 

(/) '■ Statutes,” “ Ordimnees ” and “ Rcj^vU- 
tions ” mean, respectively, the Statutes, 
Ordinances cand Regulations of the Uni- 
versity for the time being in force; 

(y) “ teachers ” mejins- Professors, Readers, 
Lecturers, Uemonstrators and such other 
persons as may he appointed for impart- 
ing instruction in the University or a 
Hall; and 

(/i) “ University ” means the Aligarh Muslim 
U niversity. 

The University. 

inoorpora. 3. The I'irst Chancellor, Pro-Chancellor and 
uon. Vice-Chancellor who shall he the persons appointed 
in this behalf by a notification of tne-Governor Gene- 
ral in Council in the Gazette of India, and the per- 
sons specified in the Schedule as the first members of 
the Court and all persons, who may hereafter become, 
or be appointed as, such officers or members, so long 
as they continue to hold such office or membership, 
are hereby constituted a body corporate by the name 
of the Aligarh Muslim University, and shall have 
perpetual succession and a Common Seal and shall 
sue and be sued by that name. 

4. From the commencement of this Act — 

{i) The Societies known as the Muhammadan 
Anglo-Oriental College, Aligarh, and the 
Muslim University Association shall be 
dissolved, and all property, moveable and 
immoveable, and all rights, powers and 
privileges of the said Societies and all 
property, moveable and immoveable, and 

all 
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all rights, powers and privileges of the 
Muslim University Foundation Com- 
mittee shall be transferred to and vest in 
the University and shall be applied to 
the objects and purposes for which the 
University is incorporated; 

{ii) all debts, liabilities and obligations of the 
said Societies and Committee shall be 
transferred to- tlie University and shall 
thereafter be discharged and satisfied by 

{Hi) all references In any enactment to either of 
the said Societies or to the said Com- 
mittee shall be construed as references to 
the University; 

{iv) any will, deed or other document, whether 
made or executed before or after the 
commencement of this Act, which con- 
tains any bequest, gift or trust in favour 
either ot the said Societies or of the said 
Committee shall, on the commencement of 
this Act, be construed as if the Univer- 
sity was therein named instead of such 
Society or Committee ; 

(») subject to any orders which the Court Uisj' 
make, the buildings which belonged to 
the Muhammadan Anglo-Oriental Col- 
lege, Aligarh, shall continue to be known 
and designated by the names and styles 
by which they were known and desig- 
nated immediately before the commence- 
ment of this Act; 

{vi) subject to the provisions of this Act, every 
person employed immediately before the 
commencement of this Act in the Muham- 
madan Anglo-Oriental College, Aligarh, 
shall hold employment in the University 
by the same tenure and upon the same 
terms and conditions and with the same 
rights and privileges as to pension and 
gratuity as he would have held the same 

under 
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under the Muhammadan Anglo-Oriental 
College) Aligarh, if this Act had not been 
passed. 

Towers of the 5. The University shall have the following 
Uiuvorsity. powers, namely : — 

(1) to provide for instruction in such branches 
of learning as the Uruversit_y may think fit, and to 
make provision for research and for the advance- 
ment and dissemination of Knowledge; 

(2) to promote Oriental and Islamic studies 
and give instruction in Muslim theology and reli- 
gion and to impart moral and physical training; 

(3) to hold examinations and to grant and 
confer degrees and other academic distinctions to 
and on persons who — 

{a) shall have pursued a course of study in the 
University, or 

{b) are teachers in educational institutions, 

under conditions laid down in the Statutes and 
Ordinances, and shall have passed the examinations 
of the University, under like condit’ons, 

(4) to confer honorary degrees or other distinc- 
tions on approved persons in the manner laid down 
in the Statutes; 

(5) to grant such diplOiiias to and to provide 
such lectures and instruction for persons, not being 
members of the University, as the University may 
determine, 

(6) to co-operate with other Universities and 
authorities in “’mh manner and for such purposes 
as the University may determine; 

(7) to institute Professorships, Eeadersliips, 
Lectureships and any other teaching posts required 
by the Univei'sity, and to appoint persons to such 
Professorships, Readerships, Lectureships and 
posts; 

(8) to institute and award Fellowships (includ- 
ing Travelling Fellowships), Scholarships, Exhibi- 
tions 
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tions and Prizes in accordance witk the Statutes 
and the Ordinances; 

(9) to institute and maintain Halls for the resi- 
dence of students of the University; 

(10) to demand and receive such fees and other 
charges as may be prescribed by the Ordinances, 

(11) to supervise "and control the residexice and 
discipline of students ot the University, and to make 
arrangements lor promoting their healtn, and 

(12) to do all such other acts and things whether 
incidental to tne powers aloresaid or not as mny be 
requisite in order to furtner the objects oi the 
University as a leaching and examining body, to 
cultivate and piomote rarts, scicaice and other 
branches ol learning, including proiessional studies, 
technology, Islamic learning and Musiim theology, 
and to promote the interests of its students. 

6. Ihe degrees, diplomas and other academic dis- i.cc„,.,i,iion 
tinctions granted or conferred to or on persons by oidcgiooi. 
tiie Univeisity sliall be recognised by the (jovernment 

as are the corresponding degrees, diplomas and other 
academic distinctions granted by any other Univer- 
sity incorporated under any enactment. 

7. The University shall invest and keep invested R^aervo 
ill securities in winch trust funds may be invested in 
accordance with the law for the time being in force 
relating to tiusts in liritish India a sum of thirty 
lakhs of rupees as a permanent endowment to meet 

the recurring charges of the University other than 
charges in respect of Pellowships, Scholarships, 

Prizes and rewards : 

Provided that— 

(1) any Government securities as defined in the 
X of 1920 . Indian Securities Act, 1920, which may be held by 

the University shall, for the purposes of this section, 
be reckoned at their face value; and 

(2) the aforesaid sum of thirty lakhs shall bo 
reduced by such sums as, at the commencement of 

this 
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this Act, the Governor General in Council shall, by 
order in writing, declare to be the total capitalised 
value, for the purpose of this section — 

(a) of all permanent recurring grants of money 

which have been made either to the 
Muhammadan Anglo-Oriental College, 
Aligarh, the Muslnn University As^c'a- 
tion or the Muslim University founda- 
tion Committee, by any Ruler of a State 
in India; and 

(b) of the total income accruing from immove- 

able property (not being land or build- 
ings, in the occupation and use o|’ the 
said College) which by the operation of 
this Act has been transferred to the 
University. 

8. The University shall, subject to the provisions 
of this Act and the Ordinances, be open to all per- 
sons of either sex and of whatever race, creed or 
class : 

Provided tliat special provision may be made by 
the Ordinances exempting women frqjn attending at 
public lectures and tutorial classes and prescribing 
for them special courses of study. 

9 . The Court shall have power to make Statutes 
providing that instruction in the Muslim religion 
shall be compulsory in the case of Muslim students. 

10 . Every student of the University shall reside 
either in a Hall or under such conditions as may be 
prescribed by the Ordinances. 

11 . {1) All recognised teaching in connection 
with the University courses shall be conduv^ted by 
and in tbe name of the University and shall include 
lecturing, laboratory work and other teaching con- 
ducted in the University by the teachers thereof in 
accordance with any syllabus prescribed by Regu- 
lations. 

{2) Recognised teaching shall also- include 
tutorial instruction given in the University or, under 

the 
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the control of the University, in Halls : provided 
that every student not residing in a Hall shall be 
attached to a Hall for such tutorial instruction and 
disciplinary supervision and for sucli other purposes 
as may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

{S) The authorities responsible for organising 
suoh teaching shall be prescribed by tlie Statutes. 

(fj The courses shall be prescribed by the Ordi- 
nances. 

12. (2) The University shall, subject to the Stat- rower to 
utes, have power to establish and maintain Inter- 
mediate colleges and schools, within such limits in inurmodiato 
the Aligarh District as may be laid down in 
Ordinances, for the purpose of preparing students 
for admission to the University, and may jjrovidc 
for instruction in the Muslim religion and theology 
in any such colleges and schools. 

{2) Witli the approval of the Academic Council 
and the sanction of the Governor General in Council 
on the recommendation of the Visiting Board, and 
subject to such conditions as may be prescribed by 
the Statutes and the Ordinances, the University may 
admit Intermediate colleges and schools in the 
Aligarh District to such privileges of the University 
as it thinks lit. 


The Lord Rector. 

13. (i) The Governor General shall be the Lord Tim wd 
Rector of the University. iicctor. 

{2) The Lord Rector shall have, the right to 
cause an inspection to be made by such person or 
persons as he may direct, of the University, its 
buildings, laboratories, and equipment, and of any 
institution maintained by the University, and also 
of the examinations, teaching and other work con- 
ducted or done by the University, and to cause an 
inquiry to be made in like manner in respect of any 
matter connected with the University. The Lord 
Rector shall in every case give notice to the Univer- 
sity

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sity of his intention to cause an inspection or inquiry 
to be made, and the University shall be entitled to be 
represented thereat. 

(3) The Lord Eector may address the Vice-Chan- 
cellor with reference to the result of such inspection 
and inquiry, and the Vice-Chancellor shall communi- 
cate to the Court the views of the Lord Hector with 
such advice as the Lord Rector may be pleased to 
offer upon the action to be taken thereon. 

{ 4 ) The Court shall communicate through the 
Vice-Chancellor to the Lord" Rector such action, if 
any, as it is proposed to Lake or has been taken upon 
the result of such inspection or inquiry. 

(5) Where the Court does not, within reasonable 
time, take action to tlic satisfaction of the Lord 
Rector, the Lord Rector may, after considering any 
explanation furnislied or representation made by the 
Court issue such directions as he may think lit, and 
the Court shall comply with such directions. 

The Visiting Board. 

xhoViMting 14 . (2) The Visiting Hoard of the University, if 
Hoard. when the United i'rovinces of Agra and Oudh 

become a Governor’s Rrovince within the meaning of 
the Government of India Act, shall consist of the 
Governor thereof, the members of the Executive 
Council, the Ministers, one member nominated by the 
Governor and one member nominated by the Minister 
in charge of Education : 

Provided that until a Governor’s Province is so 
constituted, the Lieutenant-Governor of the said 
Provinces shall discharge and perform *^he duties of 
the V isiting Board. 

{2) The Visiting Board shall have the right 
through any of its members to inspect the University 
and to satisfy itself that the proceedings of the 
University are in conformity with the Act, Statutes 
and Ordinances. The Visiting Board shall in every 
case give notice to the University of its intention to 

inspect,

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inspect, and the University shall he entitled to ha 
represented at such inspection. 

(5) The Visiting Board may, by order in writing, 
annul any proceedings not in conformity with the 
Actj Statutes and Ordinances, provided that before 
making any such order the Board shall call upon the 
University to show cause why such order should not 
be made, and if any cause is shown within reasonable 
time, shall consider the same.

15. The persons specified in the Statutes shall be ueetor-s. 
the Rectors of the University. 

Officers of the University. 

16. The following shall be officers of the Uni- 
versity- 

(1) The Chancellor, 

(2) The Pro-Chancellor, 

(3) Th^ Vice-Chancellor, 

(4) The Pro-Vice-Chancellor, and 

(5) Such other officers as may be declared by the 

Statutes to be officers of the University. 

17. (z) The successors to the first Chancellor tiip chancei. 
shall be elected by the Court. 

(2) The Chancellor shall hold office for three 
years. 

(3) The Chancellor shall, by virtue of his office, 
be the head of the University. 

(4) The Chancellor shall, if preserrt, preside at 
Convocations of the University held for conferring 
degrees and at meetings of the Court. 

(5) Every proposal for the conferment of an 
honorary degree shall be subject to the confirmation 
of the Chancellor.

The Court. 23 . (7) The Court shall consist of the Chancellor, 
the Pro-Chancellor and the Vice-Chancellor for the

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time being, and such other persons as may be speci- 
fied in the Statutes : 

Provided that no person other than a Muslim 
shall be a member thereof. 

{2) The Court shall be the supreme governing 
body of the University and shall exercise all the 
powers of the University, not otherwise provided for 
by this Act, the Statutes, the Ordinances and the 
Regulations It shall have power to review the acts 
of the Executive and the Academic Councils (save 
where such Councils have acted in accordance with 
powers conferred on fhem under this Act, the 
Statutes or the Ordinances) and direct that neces- 
sary iiction be taken by the Executive or the Acade- 
inic Council, as the case may be, on any recommenda- 
tions of the Lord Rector. 

(3) Siib)ect to. the provisions of this Act, the 
Court shall exercise the following powers and per- 
form the following duties, namely : —

27. Subject to the provisions of tliis Act, the 
Statutes may provide for all or any of the following 
matters, namely : — 

{a) the conferment of honorary degrees and the 
appointment of Rectors ; 

{h) the institution of Fellowships, Scholarships, 
Exhibitions, Medals and Prizes; 

(r) the terms of office, and the method and 
conditions of appointment of the officers 
of the University; 

{d) the designations and powers of officers of 
the University; 

(c) the constitution, powers and duties of the 
authorities of the University; 

(/) the classification and mode of appointment 
of teachers of the University; 

(g) the institution and maintenance of Halls; 
(//) the constitution of provident and pension 
funds for the benefit of the officers, 
teachers and servants of the University; 
(i) the maintenance of a register of registered 
graduates ; 

(;■) the instruction of Muslim students in the 
Muslim religion and theology; 
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'{k) the establishment of Intermediate colleges 
and schools; and 

(Z) all matters which by this Act are to be or 
may be prescribed by Statutes. 

28. (l) The first Statutes are those set out in the statute*. 
Schedule. 

(2) The first Statutes mav be amended, repealed 
or added to by Statutes made by the Court in the 
following manner ; — 

(a) The Executive Council may propose to the 
Court the draft of anv Statute to be 
passed bv the Court. Such draft shall 
be considered by the Court at its next 
meeting. The Court may approve such 
draft and pass the Statute, or mav reiect 
it or' return it to the Executive Council 
for re-consideration, either in whole or 
in part, tocrether with any amendments 
which the Court may suggest. 

(h) The Executive Council shall not propose the 
draft of anv Statute affectins the status, 
powers or constitution of any existing 
authority of the University until such 
authority has been sriven an opportunity 
of expressing an opinion upon the pro- 
posal. Any opinion so expressed shall be 
in writing and shall be considered by the 
Court. 

(c) No new Statute or amendment or repeal of 
an existing Statute shall have any valid- 
ity until it has been submitted through 
the Visiting Tloard fwhich mav record its 
opinion thereonl to the Governor General 
in Council, and has been approved by the 
latter, who may sanction, disallow or 
:emit it for further consideration : 

Provided that no Statute dealing' with the 
instruction of Muslim students in the Muslim 
religion and theology shall require to be so sub- 
mitted or approved.

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80. (I) The Executive Council or, in academic Ordinancei. 
matters, the Academic Council may make Ordi- 
nances. 

{2) The first Ordinances shall be framed as 
directed by the Governor General in Council, and 
shall receive such previous approval as he may direct. 

{3) No new Ordinance, or amendment or repeal 
of an existing Ordinance shall have any validity 
until it has been submitted through the Court and 
the Visiting Board (which may record its opinion 
thereon) to the Governor General in Council, and 
has obtained the approval of the latter, who may 
sanction, disallow or remit it for further considera- 
tion. 

(4) If any question arises between the Executive 
and the Academic Council as to which has the power 
to make an Ordinance, either Council may represent 
the matter to the Visiting Board who shall refer the 
same to a tribunal consisting of three members, one 
of whom shall be nominated by the Executive Coun- 
cil, one by the Acadentic Council, and one shall be a 
Judge of a High Court nominated by the Lord 
Rector. 

31. {1) The authorities of the University may Roguiationa. 
make Regulations consistent with this Act, the 
Statutes and the Ordinanees — 

{a) laying down the procedure to be observed at 
their meetings and the number of mem- 
bers required to form a ciuorum ; 

(h) providing for all matters which by this Act, 
the Statutes or the Ordinances, are to be 
prescribed by Regulations ; and 
(c) providing for all other matters solely con- 
cerning such authorities or committees 
appointed by them not provided for by 
this Act, the Statutes and the Ordi- 
nances. 

{2) Every authority of the University shall make 
Regulations providing for the giving of notice to the 
members of such authority of the dates of meetings 

and 
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and of the business to be considered at meetings and 
for the keeping of a record of the proceedings of 
meetings. 


Admission and Examinations. 

32 . (7) Admission of students to the University 
shall be made by an Admission Committee consisting 
of the Pro- Vice-Chancellor, the Principal oP an 
Intermediate College who shall be selected by the 
Vice-Chancellor and such other persons as may be 
appointed by the Academic Council. 

{'2) Students shall not be eligible for admission 
to a course of study for a degree unless they have 
passed the Intermediate Examination of an Indian 
ITniveirsity incorporated by any law for the time 
being in force, or an examination recognised in 
accordance with the provisions of this section as 
equivalent to the Intermediate 'Examination, and 
possess such further qualifications as may be pre- 
scribed by the Ordinances. 

{S) The conditions under which students may be 
admitted to the diploma courses of the University 
shall be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

{4) The University shall not, save with the pre- 
vious sanction of the Governor General in Council, 
recognise (for the purpose of admission to a course 
of study for a degree) as equivalent to its own 
degrees, any degree conferred by any other Univer- 
sity or as equivalent to the Intermediate Examina- 
tion of an Indian University, any examination con- 
ducted by any other authority. 

( 5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Act or the Ordinances, any student of the Muhani- 
madan Anglo-Oriental College, Aligarh, who 
immediately before the commencement of this Act 
was studying for any examination of the Allahabad 
University higher than the Intermediate Examina- 
tion shall be permitted to complete his course in pre- 
paration thereof. The University shall provide for 
sucli students instruction in accordance with the 
prospectus of studies of the Allahabad University 

and? 
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and, notwithstanding anything contained in the 
VIII of 1904 Indian University Act, 1904, any such students may 
be admitted to the examinations of that University 
during a period not exceeding four years from the 
commencement of this Act. 

33. (l) All arrangements for the conduct of K\,,inuia 
examinations shall be Aiade, and all examiners shall 

be appointed by the Academic Council in such 
manner as may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

{2) At least one examiner who is not a member 
or a teacher of the University shall be appointed for 
each subject in a Department of Studies forming 
part of the course which is required for a University 
degree. 

(3) The Academic Council shall appoint examin- 
ation committees, consisting of members of its own 
body or of other persons or of both, as it thinks lit, to 
moderate cxaininalion questions, to prciiare the 
results of the examinations and to icport such results 
to the Executive Council for publication. 

AiinmL lienor t and Accounts. 

34. The annual report of the University shall be Aiirinni, 
prepared under the direction of the Executive Coun- h. port, 
cil, and shall be submitted to the Court on or before 
such date as may be prescribed by the Statutes, and 
shall be considered by tlie Court at its annual meet- 
ing. The Court may pass resolutions thereon and 
communicate the same to the Executive Council 
which shall take such action thereon as it thinks fit.
